Amend the laws relative to the Sea Fisheries of Ireland. a.d. is 69. 

TTTHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Laws relating to 
• » the sea fisheries of Ireland : Be it therefore enacted by the 
Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
5 this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : 



Preliminary. 

1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Sea .Short tide. 
Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 186S.” 

10 2. This Act shall not come into operation until the first day of Commcnce- 

October one thousand eight hundred and sixty -nine. 



Central Authority. 

3. The appointment of all officers and all direction and control Appoint- 
of the fisheries in Ireland shall be for the future vested in the 
15 Lord Lieutenant, and it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant for execu- 
te appoint three commissioners of fisheries, one of whom s h all be a t,on of Act - 
civil engineer of at least seven years standing, and as many other 
officers as may be necessary for carrying this Act into execution, 
and to remove the commissioners, secretary, or other officer, or Lord Lieu- 
20 any one or more of them, and to appoint another or others in 

the room of the person or persons so removed or dying or resigning, commis- 
and to pay to such commissioners, inspectors, cleric, or other officer slonerSf &c> 
respectively , out of such monies as may be provided by Parliament 
for the purpose, such sums by way of annual salaries as the 
25 Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury shall think fit ; and the 
commissioners shall have equal and co-ordinate powers, authorities, 
and privileges, so far as regards the carrying into execution the 
provisions of this Act; and all such powers, authorities, and 
privileges shall and may be exercised by any one or more of them. 

30 4 That such inspectors be appointed as may be found necessary Appoint-

to encourage the fisheries, to give information to fishermen, to dutiesof 
procure statistics of the fisheries, to see the law carried out inspectors.

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to settle disputes between fishermen, to suggest improvements, 
to report on the state of piers and harbours, and entertain appli- 
cations for loans. 

5. It shall be lawful for the commissioners, inspectors, or other 
officers appointed for the purposes of this Act, to use and exercise 5 
all powers and authorities for enforcing the provisions of this Act 
conferred by this Act upon water bailiffs. 

6. The commissioners, or any one of them, may examine any 
witnesses on oath, and with respect to enforcing the attendance 

of witnesses, and the production of deeds, hooks, papers, and io 
documents, shall have the same powers as justices of the peace 
have for such or the like purposes ; moreover it shall be lawful 
for the commissioners, or any one of them, to order any person to 
be removed from their court w r ho may interrupt the business of the 
court or refuse to obey their lawful orders in respect of the same ; 15 
and it shall be the duty of the chief constable, co mmi ssioner, 
or chief officer of police of the county, city, borough, or place in 
which the court is held to take care that an officer of police do 
attend that court during its sitting for the purpose of keeping 
order therein, and to carry into effect any such order of the 20 
commissioners or commissioner as aforesaid. 

7. The Lord Lieutenant shall, on or before the last day of March 
in every year, lay before Parliament reports from the commis- 
sioners, winch reports shall contain, as far as may be practicable, a 
statistical account of the fisheries, arranged and classified under 25 
such different heads as may appear to the said commissioners to be 
most suited and adapted for the purpose, or as may from time to 
time he directed by the said Lord Lieutenant or other chief 
governor or governors. 

8. Por the purpose of facilitating the registering of vessels and 30 
boats engaged in the sea and tideway fisheries of Ireland, the com- 
missioners shall divide the coast of Ireland into such and so many 
districts or divisions, to be designated by such names, marks, or 
letters as they shall deem fit, and shall and may, if they shall 
think fit, from time to time alter such districts, divisions, and 35 
designations, and such districts, divisions, and designations, or 
alterations thereof as aforesaid, shall ho published by the commis- 
sioners in such manner as they may direct, and shall also be recorded 

in the office of the commissioners. 

9. At such of the coast guard stations within such districts or 40 
divisions respectively as the commissioners shall appoint, subject to 
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tlie consent and approbation of the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, there shall be kept in a book or books, to be provided 
for that purpose, a registry of all vessels, boats, cots, or curraglis 
engaged in fishing, and belonging to places within the district or 
5 division in which such coast guard station may be situate, together 
with the names of the owners of such vessels, and of the ports of 
which the same may respectively belong, and the number of men 
usually employed in each such vessel, boat, cot, or curragh ; and 
the owners of such vessels, boats, cots, or curraghs are hereby 
10 required to have registered accordingly then* names, and the names 
of then* vessels, and the ports to which they severally belong, and 
the number of their men; and the owner of each vessel, boat, 
cot, or curragh shall be furnished by the registering officer for the 
time being with a certificate of such registry signed -by him, and 
15 pay such sum as the commissioners may direct, not exceeding the 
sum of one shilling for each such certificate ; and such certificate, 
or a copy thereof obtained from such registering officer, shall be 
conclusive evidence of such registration ; and the number and 
mark or letter which shall be assigned to each vessel, boat, cot, 
20 or curragh by the registering officer, together with the names of 
the vessel, of the owner, or some one of the owners, where more 
than one, and of the port to which such vessel, boat, cot, or 
curragh belongs, shall be painted on the stern of such vessel, boat, 
cot, or curragh; and such number and mark or letter shall be 
25 also painted on the sails and bows or quarters, and on the buoys 
attached to the nets used with such vessel, boat, cot, or curragh, 
or on small boards permanently attached to such nets for the pur- 
pose, in such manner and in figures of such dimensions as the 
commissioners shall direct; and if any vessel, boat, cot, or curragh 
30 shall be used for fishing on any part of the coast of Ireland, or within 
any estuary thereof, at any time after the first day of October one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, which vessel, boat, cot, or 
curragh shall not have been so duly registered as aforesaid, or on the 
stem whereof the name of such vessel, boat, cot, or curragh, that 
35 of the owner or one of the owners, and of the port to wiiich such 
vessel, boat, cot, or curragh may belong, shall not be so painted, 
and on the sails, bows, or quarters, and buoys and small boards 
attached to the nets whereof, such number and mark or letter shall 
not be so painted, the owner, master, or chief officer of such vessel, 
40 boat, cot, or curragh so used shall for every such offence forfeit 
and pay a sum not exceeding ten pounds : Provided always, that 
when any such vessel shall not be permanently engaged in fishing, 
the number and mark or letter may be temporarily attached to the

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sails bows, and quarters of such vessel, in such manner and for 
such time as shall he permitted by the commissioners ; and provided 
also, that vessels belonging to places out of Ireland may, for the 
purposes of this Act, he registered at the coast guard station of 
any district or division within or adjoining which such vessel shall 5 

be engaged in fishing for the time being, the owner master, or 
chief officer of any such vessel being subject nevertheless in both 
last-mentioned cases to forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding ten 
pounds if he shall neglect to comply with the provisions aforesaid, 
and any officer or men of die coast guard is or are hereby audio- 10 
l-ized to seize and detain in his custody all boats, vessels, &c. not 
registered and marked as herein directed; and such boats or vessels 
so°seized may be restored to the owner on the penalties and costs 
incurred being paid.

10. The commissioners shall frame regulations, subject to the 
approval of the Lord Lieutenant, as to the forms of voluntary 
agreements between the owners of fishing vessels, boats, and 
crews, as to the period and nature of service, and remuneration. 

11. Honns of agreement in conformity with same to he provided 20 
by the commissioners, and to be procurable at every coast guard 
station, on payment of a fee of one penny; such agreements, when 
duly signed in the presence of two witnesses, to be binding on the 
contracting parties, whether tho agreement be based on share 

of profit or otherwise ; and in ease of the proof of the breach of 2o 
such contract it shall be lawful, on conviction at petit sessions, for 
the magistrate or magistrates to award to the party aggrieved such 
damages., with, costs, as shall seem fit. 



Repeal of By elates imposing BestHctions on Modes of Fishing. 

12. On the first of August one thousand eight hundred, and 30 
sixty-nine all byelaws relating to the sea coast fisheries (except 
those relating to oysters) shall ho repealed and abolished ; but it 
shall he lawful for the commissioners, at any time after the last-men- 
tioned day, to make inquiry into the expediency and necessity of 
renewing or reviving any of such byelaws. If on such inquiry 35 
they should he satisfied of such expediency or necessity, it shall he 
lawful for them, subject to the approval of the Lord Lieutenant in 
Council, and an appeal to him in Council, to revive any of such 
byelaws, and to make such further byelaws as they may deem 
expedient. ^

Boats and Gear picked up at Sea. 

13. Tlie commissioners, after a local inquiry, and subject to Regulations, 
an appeal to the Lord Lieutenant in Council, may, if they thi nk fit, t ^^ 1, 

5 make byelaws for the following pmposcs : other nets.

shall hereafter become necessary to prove any such permission ot 
the said commissioners in any court of law or justice or elsewhere, 5 
a copy obtained from the office of any such clerk of the peace with 
whom the same may be lodged, and certified by him to be a true copy 
thereof, shall be received and taken as full and sufficient evidence of 
the existence of any such permission, and which copy such clerk 
of the peace is hereby required to furnish at the price of sixpence 10 
for each copy so furnished and certified : Provided always, that the 
forming and planting of such oyster beds as aforesaid shall not give 
any exclusive right or title to the occupancy of the said shore, 
except for the purpose aforesaid, or to the appropriation of any 
public banks or beds at present resorted to for oysters, but that 15 
the rights herein-beforc granted and conferred are to be considered 
as exclusively applying to places where no public oyster beds at 
present exist ; saving to the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, and 
aH the subjects of this realm, the free and full exercise and 
enjoyment of all other rights of fishing or other rights whatso- 20 
ever in or along the said shore; and provided also, that in case of 
any such permission being granted to any occupier of any land 
bordering on the sea or any estuary as aforesaid, or to any person 
with his consent, or to any other person, such permission shall only 
continue and he in force during the continuance of such occupancy, 25 
or the legal transfer of same to any other person, which shall he 
duly noticed to the commissioners, and such transfer recorded in the 
office of the clerk of the peace ; and in the case of any permission 
being granted to any person with the consent of any owner, 
such permission to plant oyster beds shall only continue and he 30 
in force for such period as shall ho named in the consent of such 
owner.

every person so offending by such violence, intimidation, or menace 
as aforesaid, and every person then and there aiding or abetting 
15 such offender, shall, upon being convicted thereof, forfeit and pay 
for every such offence such penalty, not exceeding twenty pounds , 
as to the convicting justice shall seem meet, together with the costs 
of the conviction, which said penalty shall be in addition to and 
independent of any other penalty to which any such person may be 
20 liable for any other offence against this Act. 

Water Bailiffs. 

23. Every water bailiff shall be empowered to exercise the 
powers and authorities of a constable for the enforcement of the 
provisions of this Act, or any byelaw made by the commissioners, 

25 and shall be at liberty at all times to enter any boat or vessel 
engaged in fishing, and to examine all nets, and to seize all engines 
used contrary to the provisions of this Act, or to any byelaw or 
order made by the inspectors, and to examine the certificate of 
registry of any vessel employed in fishing, and the production of 
30 his warrant of appointment shall be sufficient authority for such 
water bailiff acting. 

24. If any person shall assault, resist, or obstruct any of the 
inspectors or other officers, or any person acting by them 
authority, or any water bailiff, or any person acting under them 

35 or any of them, in the execution of any of the powers conferred 
on him or them by this Act, or by any rule, order, or byelaw to 
be made in pursuance of this Act, every person so offending shall 
for every such offence forfeit and pay any sum not exceeding ten 
pounds.
